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DETAILED ACTION 
ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The proposed amendments filed on September 19, 2005 have been fully considered but 
will not be entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

Response to Arguments 

In pages 4 and 5 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that the amendments have 
overcome the claim objections on claims 14-18 and 22-25 because no reference used in the 
rejections teach that "the nucleic acid should have an amino acid group". 

This argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive toward the withdrawal of 
the rejections because applicant's argument with respect to claims 14-18 and 22-25 is moot since 
applicant has amended claim 14. The proposed amendments in claim 14 raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. For example, although applicant incorporates 
the limitations of claim 19 and the phrase "said oligonucleotide or the polynucleotide having an 
amino group" from claim 21 into claim 14, applicant does not incorporate all limitations recited 
in claim 21 into claim 14, which is that said oligonucleotide or the polynucleotide has a 
functional group selected from the group consisting of an amino group, an aldehyde group, a 
thiol group and a biotin group. The scope of amended claim 14 is much narrower than that of the 
combination of claims 14, 19, and 21 filed on December 16, 2004. Furthermore, since the 
rejection on claim 21 in the office action mailed on March 17, 2005 is based on a nucleic acid 
having an aldehyde group and is not based on a nucleic acid having an amino group, 
incorporation of the phrase "said oligonucleotide or the polynucleotide having an amino group" 
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from claim 21 into claim 14 raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search.
